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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 30-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Turnlund 
et al-EP0689807 in view of Dang-6,471 ,721 . 

Turnlund et al-'807 (Fig. 5-10) discloses substantially the claimed invention, such as a 
tube-like stent 72 with openings 68 (Fig. 10) formed by laser cutting (col. 9, lines 46-52; claim 
22) comprising one embodiment of a first biologically active coating/film 28 releasing a drug 
such as a heparin and a second surface free of a coating (Fig. 5; col. 8, lines 40-45) and 
another embodiment of a first biologically active coating/film 28 releasing a drug such as a 
heparin and a second coating 29 of a second biologically active coating/film 29 releasing a drug 
such as an angiopeptin (Fig. 6; col. 8, lines 46-49). 

Turnlund-'807 does not disclose the stent of a metal cut by an ultra-short pulse laser. 
However, cutting a stent made of a metal, such as a stainless steel, with an ultra-short pulse 
laser is well-known in the art. For example, Lashinski et al-EP 0 842 729 A1 (col. 6, lines 35-39; 
col. 7, lines 20-25) discloses cutting a stent made of stainless steel by ultra-short pulse laser to 
avoid thermal stress during the process of cutting the stent (abstract). It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to substitute Trunlund-'807 
stent made of a biodegradable material for a temporarily use in a body for a metal stent, such as 
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a stainless steel, for a long-term use inside a body and cut the metal Trulund-'807 stent by an 
ultra-short laser as taught by Lahinski-729 as this ultra-short pulse laser cutting process would 
avoid creating of thermal stress to the metal Trulund-'807 stent.
